AIRPORT NOTES

Fairview—Bids were opened at 
the Capitol on April 15 for the con- 
struction of a general aviation utility 
airport to be located at Fairview, 
Montana. The successful bidder was 
Zion Construction Company of Glen- 
dive, Montana, bidding $27,480.50. 
Other bidders were Jones Construc- 
tion Company of Sidney, $33,918.30; 
L & S Improvement Company, Willis- 
ton, N.D., $33,983.30; Stolzenburg 
of Billings, $28,732.24; Clairmont, 
Inc., Bismarck, N.D., $33,691.75; Gus 
M. Albert, Contractor, s City, 
$34,069.17. The project will consist 
of grading and developing a turf ag- 
gregate runway 3,000 feet by 75 
feet along with a prepared parking 
apron. The airport was_ fenced 
through a previous project. This new 
airport is being constructed under 
the Aeronautics Commission's airport 
plan and is sponsored by the Sidney- 
Richland Airport Commission. 

Bozeman—The Montana Aeronau- 
tics Commission met on April 16 and 
at that time approved the request of 
Gallatin Field for the $1,000 prelim- 
inary engineering grant. This MAC 
grant will be used by the local Board 
fo assist in the financing of an engi- 
neering and architectural study for 
the development of an addition to 
the terminal complex at Gallatin 
Field. The architectural firm of Berg 
and Grabow of Bozeman is conduct- 
ing the study. 

Livingston—The City/County Air- 
port Board at Livingston has made 
application to the Montana Aeronau- 
tics Commission for a $1,000 prelim- 
inary engineering grant. The grant 
will be used for an engineering study 
for a runway extension on Mission 
Field. The engineering firm of Mor- 
rison-Maierle of Bozeman has been 
retained for the project. 

H-Markers — The Montana Aero- 
nautics Commission is working sepa- 
rately with Airport Boards at Sidney 
and Wolf Point with the plan to take 
over the Frontier Airlines H-markers 
at the respective locations. The H- 


markers will be purchased by the 
Aeronautics Commission from Fron- 
tier Airlines and relicensed by the 
Aeronautics Commission; the Airport 
Boards will be responsible for all 
future maintenance and operation. 

Glasgow H-Marker—The Air Force 
VOR at the Glasgow Air Force Base 
has been relocted to Glasgow Inter- 
national Airport. The Aeronautics 
Commission owns the H-marker on 
International Airport and had plans 
to relocate is elsewhere with the 
commissioning of the Glasgow VOR 
as an IFR aid. The Glasgow Airport 
Commission decided it would be de- 
sirable to have both navigational 
aids remain on the airport, therefore, 
the local Board has offered to pur- 
chase the H-marker from the Aero- 
nautics Commission. This action was 
approved at the April 16 meeting 
of the MAC. The MAC had earlier 
purchased this unit from Frontier 
Airlines. 

Red Lodge—Montana Aeronautics 
Commission appreved the application 
of the Airport Board at Red Lodge 
for the installation of an H-marker 
to serve that location.

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CARRYING WEAPONS 
ABOARD AIRCRAFT 


As the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration is currently involved in a pro- 
gram to deter hijacking of aircraft, 
the carrying of weapons aboard air- 
craft is of vital concern to the Admin- 
istration. For information of the li- 
cense holders and applicants regard- 
ing the restrictions of the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958, related to the 
carrying of weapons, we are reprint- 
ing the following paragraph: 

“902 Carrying Weapons Aboard 
Aircraft” 

“(1) Except for law enforcement 
officers of any municipal or State 
government, or the Federal Govern- 
ment, who are authorized or required 
to carry arms, and except for such 
other persons as may be so author- 
ized under regulations issued by the 
Administrator, whoever while 
aboard an aircraft being operated by 
an air carrier in air transportation, has 
on or about his person a concealed 
deadly or dangerous weapon, or 
whoever attempts to board such an 
aircraft while having on or about his 
person a concealed deadly or danger- 
ous weapon, shall be fined not more 
than $1,000 or imprisoned not more 
than one year, or both.”

COL. MAC HONORED 
Colonel A. B. 


“Mac” McMullen, 
retiring Executive Vice President and 
Director of the National Association 
of State Aviation Officials, after 22 
years of service was honored in 
Washington, D. C. during the recent 
NASAO Spring Conference. 


Colonel A. B. “Mac” McMullen 


Colonel Mac received the FAA's 
Certificate of Commendation for his 
pioneering contribution to the de- 
velopment of the nation’s airports 
and airways and for his leadership 
in promoting greater cooperation be- 
tween State and Federal govern- 
ments in the aviation field. 

Colonel Mac’s career in aviation, 
which began as a cadet in 1917 with 
the U. S. Army Signal Corps in 
World War |, can be equalled by 
few men. 

To list only a few of his many ac- 
complishments—He owned the Mc- 
Mullen Aircraft Corporation and ex- 
panded the company to one of the 
largest aircraft sales and service com- 
panies during the late 1920's and 
early 30's. During this time he de- 
signed and constructed two experi- 
mental aircraft. 

He served as Florida’s first director 
of aviation. His comprehensive 10- 
year airport plan in Florida was used 
as a model by many other states. He 
designed and published the first 
comprehensive state aviation map in 
the U. S., several of his original sym- 
bols and methods were adopted by 


U. S. map and chart publishers. 

1936-1941—He served as Chief, 
Airport Section Bureau of Air Com- 
merce which is today’s Airport Serv- 
ice, FAA. 

1941-76—Six years of active serv- 
ice during World War Il, serving as 
Chief, Civil Aeronautics Section, 
Headquarters Army Air Corps. Com- 
manded four of the largest trans- 
atlantic Army Air Transport Com- 
mand Bases and served as Deputy 
Commander, North African Division 
of the ATC. 

1948-1970—He established the 
Washington, D. C. headquarters of 
the NASAO. 

During his aviation career Colonel 
Mac has received countless awards, 
medals and commendations which 
include the “Legion of Merit”, “Army 
Air Forces Commendation Ribbon” 
and in 1967 a NASAO Citation and 
NATA Citation. 


John P. Woods 


Colonel Mac is being succeeded 
by Mr. John P. Woods. Mr. Woods 
is a recognized authority on air navi- 
gation, communications and air traf- 
fic control. Mr. Woods recently com- 
pleted a tour of a number of the 
Aviation Departments throughout the 
United States.

COL. MAC HONORED 


Colonel A. B. “Mac” McMullen, 
retiring Executive Vice President and 
Director of the National Association 
of State Aviation Officials, after 22 
years of service was honored in 
Washington, D. C. during the recent 
NASAO Spring Conference. 


Coionel A. B. “Mac” McMullen 


Colonel Mac received the FAA's 
Certificate of Commendation for his 
pioneering contribution to the de- 
velopment of the nation’s airports 
and airways and for his leadership 
in promoting greater cooperation be- 
tween State and Federal govern- 
ments in the aviation field. 

Colonel Mac's career in aviation, 
which began as a cadet in 1917 with 
the U. Š. Army Signal Corps in 
World War |, can be equalled by 
few men. 

To list only a few of his many ac- 
complishments—He owned the Mc- 
Mullen Aircraft Corporation and ex- 
panded the company to one of the 
largest aircraft sales and service com- 
panies during the late 1920's and 
early 30's, During this time he de- 
signed and constructed two experi- 
mental aircraft. 

He served as Florida's first director 
of aviation. His comprehensive 10- 
year airport plan in Florida was used 
as a model by many other states. He 
designed and published the first 
comprehensive state aviation map in 
the U. S., several of his original sym- 
bols and methods were adopted by 


U. S. map and chart publishers. 

1936-1941—He served as Chief, 
Airport Section Bureau of Air Com- 
merce which is today’s Airport Serv- 
ice, FAA. 

1941-76—Six years of active serv- 
ice during World War Il, serving as 
Chief, Civil Aeronautics Section, 
Headquarters Army Air Corps. Com- 
manded four of the largest trans- 
atlantic Army Air Transport Com- 
mand Bases and served as Deputy 
Commander, North African Division 
of the ATC. 

1948-1970—He established the 
Washington, D, C. headquarters of 
the NASAO. 

During his aviation career Colonel 
Mac has received countless awards, 
medals and commendations which 
include the “Legion of Merit”, “Army 
Air Forces Commendation Ribbon” 
and in 1967 a NASAO Citation and 
NATA Citation.
